A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Ishitobi reference was discussed where it was the position of 
the Examiner that Fig. 1 1 showed a bandpass filter (frequency response shown in Fig. 12) where coupling of resonator 
sections R1-R3 was shown as K12, K23, and K31 . The Examiner further maintained that while Ishitobi discussed an 
alternative of metallization of the resonators (0009), this was drawn to the individual resonator embodiments such as 
shown in Fig. 4 but did not preclude a non-metallized surface for the resonators contained in the filter of Fig.1 1 where 
metallization of individual (stand alone) resonators was well-known in the art and where non-metallized coupled 
resonators was also well-known, further illustrated by Ishitobi where the coupling of the filter resonators was shown in 
Fig. 1 1 and bandpass frequency response in Fig. 12, thus precluding metallized filter resonators. No agreement was 
reached with respect to the rejected claims. 
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
